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LIVESTOCK 


SOUTH AUSTRALIA 349T MARCH 1962 


This Bulletin presents information (subject to revision) concerning livestock in 
South Australia at 31st March 1962 obtained from the annual collection of agricultural, 
pastoral, and dairying statistics. In addition to a summary of numbers in South 
Australia at 3ist March in each of the last five years the bulletin gives detailed 
information about the livestock population, including particulars of sheep shorn, wool 
clip, and dairy production. 


SUMMARY OF LIVESTOCK NUMBERS

SHEEP AND LAMBS 


(i) NUMBERS Sheep numbers increased by 1,462,300 (9.8 per cent) to a record of 
ea 16,414,500 at 31st March 1962. The increase of 2,389,800 in the past 
two years has more than offset the reduction of 1,609,600 in the drought 
year 1959-60. The number of sheep at 16,414,500 is nearly 800,000 more than the previous 
highest number of 15,634,300 at 31st een 1959. 


In the ten years to 31st March 1962 total numbers of sheep in the State increased 
by 4,944,400 (43 per cent) from 11,470,100, the largest increases occurring in the 
following Statistical Divisions: South Eastern 2 »147,000 (99 per cent), Central 
Dee (46 per cent), Western 652,400 (35 per soente and Murray Mallee 571,000 (52 per 
cent). 


There were 5,644,400 lambs marked during 1961, an increase of nearly 400,000 on the 
previous record of 5,245,200 in 1959.

(ii) LAMBING During 1961 there were 7,076,100 ewes mated, from which 5,644,400 lambs 
were marked, the numbers being greater by 329,700 and 399,200 respective 
than the previous highest numbers recorded in 1959. The lambing per- 

centage of 79.77 was only slightly lower than the previous best of 79.93 in 1956.

The number of all cattle in South Australia at 31st March 1962 was 
659,400, an increase of 98,700 (17.6 per cent) from the previous year 


and 37,800 (6.1 per cent) higher than the previous record number at 


March 1957. 


Of the total increase of 98,700 recorded between 31st March 1961 and 
March 1962 beef cattle accounted for 71, 800.

Pig numbers in South Australia increased by 18.5 per cent from 143,600 at 31st 
March 1961 to 170,100 at 31st March 1962, the highest number since 1944. At 31st March 
1953 the figure was 58,657, the lowest since 1897, whilst the maximum recorded was 
190,068 in 1940.

HORSES 


The number of horses decreased again to a total of 25,500, the highest recorded 
total being 283,600 in 1913. When separate figures were first collected for draught 
horses in 1943 they numbered 112,800 in a total of 164,900 horses; there are now only 
2,100.
